the American Board in New York 
being dissatisfied with what Mark 
Twain lately wrote in the North Ameri- 
can Review about Missionary Ament, 
and declaring that Mark had said what 
was not so, and demanding urgently 
that he should take all his strictures 
back, our Brother Mark, to oblige 
them, has written a new piece for the 
North American for April. It is an 
interesting piece. Admitting that, in 
consequence of a cable error, he had 
been led to exaggerate the size of the 
fines Dr. Ament had collected from 
Chinese villagers, he still maintains 
that, in so far as he can learn, his main 
contentions are all sound. And he 
insists more than ever that Dr. Ament 
did wrong, according to our standards, 
in collecting fines at all, and that the 
American Board has done even worse— 
much worse—in countenancing, ap- 
proving and defending these actions of 
Dr. Ament, and the looting and the 
sale of loot by other missionaries. 

Our Brother Mark’s friends have 
reason to be proud of the way he has 
done this work. He has brought to it 
so much good humor, so much kindli- 
ness, SO Warm an appreciation of 
missionaries and missionary work in 
general, that he will carry many readers 
with him. In condemning what he has 
condemned our brother seems not only 
to have been right, but to have been so 
in a very important, useful and timely 
measure. He leaves Dr. Ament in 
rather a bad position, but apologizes 
even for him, saying that it is his head, 
not his heart, that has gone wrong. Dr. 
Ament himself is on his way home 
and will doubtless defend his courses. 


That he and Mark will finally agree as 
to the propriety of fines and looting 
only the incurably sanguine will ex- 
pect. But the discussion between them, 
if there is one, will do good. The 
whole subject of the relations of mis- 
sionaries to the Chinese ought to be 
better understood, and approved, criti- 
cised, modified or condemned according 
to the needs and merits of the case. 
The missionary industry will not suffer 
in the end from ventilation. China 
has got to be pretty much made over 
before she can prosper or be happy. 
Some of the methods and conditions of 
missionary work are probably faulty ; 
and, of course, many of the missiona- 
ries are imperfect, and some of them 
unfit, but if any lot of foreigners in 
China are doing more good and less 
mischief in proportion to their number 
than the American missionaries, it will 
be mighty interesting to learn who 
they are. The civilization of the 
West is entirely too much for China. 
The only question as to her is whether 
she is to learn the white man’s wisdom 
or accept his rule. She cannot con- 
tinue to govern herself unless she is 
modernized, and the missionaries, on 
the whole, are the most merciful and 
seemly lot of modernizers she is likely 


IFE’S attention has been called to 
the discreditable fact that the 
salaries of the Federal Judges are not 
as largeas they should be. The United 
States Supreme Court Justices are paid 
$10,000 ; the Circuit Judges $6,000; the 
District Judges $5,000. The State of 
New York pays some of its judges 
$17,500, others $13,700, others $7,500, 
which is better than Uncle Sam pays 
The salaries of some of the Federal 
Judges are no more than they werea 
century ago. Yet everyone knows that 
it costs more to live now than then, 
and that there are more things for 
sale that are suited to the use of judges 
and their families and proper for them 
to have. There are only a little more 
than a hundred Federal Judges in all.

Miss 
Cohen appears, so far as looks go, to be fully entitled to her name, 
and this, of course, makes the part incomprehensible and her lines 
meaningless. 

Mr. Leo Dietrichstein as George Fisher accomplishes a rather 
remarkable feat. The exigencies of the plot require that for a 
considerable time he shall masquerade as a young girl. On the 
stage the man in female attire is usually a rather disgusting object. 
Mr. Dietrichstein not only avoids this unpleasantness but succeeds 
in making the character really a laughable one. May Robson’s 
powers of eccentricity are submerged in the very commonplace 
part of an elderly and shrewish wife and mother-in-law. Mr. 
Arnold Daly gets in some clever work as a broken-down and 
bibulous actor, but in other respects the cast is without distinetion. 

With a little excision and re-writing, and with the actors better 
settled down in their parts, ‘‘ Are You a Mason?” should provide 
a very laughable evening's entertainment.

Theatrical Syndieate  in- 
augurated and has done its 
best to maintain, have 
made theatre-going a rare 
indulgence for many per- 
sons, who, with fair treat- 


of the best houses. The Syndicate, by 
pushing up the nominal price of ad- 
mission and by making it impossible 
to secure good seats even at its own 
published prices, has done much to 
kill the goose that was very willing to lay golden eggs of reasonable 
size. The success of the “continuous performance” theatres and 
their ability to command the services of the very best actors and 


actresses is due to the fact that what were the leading theatres have 
driven persons of moderate means away from their doors. Time 
was not long ago when a young man might take a young woman 
to a good theatre—even if she insisted upon a chaperon — without 
bringing on a long period of self-denial afterwards. Of late, to 
extend such a courtesy has meant that the young man must be a 
youthful Creesus. 

Happily, the reaction has come. It is possible now for the 
intending theatre-goer to exercise a choice among a number of 
very excellent entertainments without seeing penury as a possible 
consequence,

W HEN all the leading theatres in New York were demanding 
two dollars a seat at their box-offices—which meant in 
fact two dollars and fifty cents at least, because by no chance could 
one secure good seats at box-office pricees—New Yorkers had no 
choice, and were compelled either to stand the extortion or stay 





away. Because a good many of them stayed away it is possible 
to-day to exercise a little discretion in the matter of price. Those 
managers who have been far-sighted enough to know that the 
robber policy was not only unfair, but unwise, are reaping a rich 
reward for their good sense. 

Lovers of melodrama have the choice of ‘‘ The Price of Peace” 
at the Broadway, or ‘* Under Two Flags” at the Garden. So far 
as an evening's entertainment goes, there is little difference bet ween 
them, but it costs not quite half as much to see ‘The Price of 
Peace,” although scenically it is a far more impressive and ex- 
pensive production than the other. If followers of burlesque resent 
the impertinent and outrageous devices practiced in the sale of 
seats at Weber and Fields’s Music Hall, there are a number of 
similar and equally improving entertainments which they can 
witness in greater comfort at much less than half the expense. 

The threadbare quotation of Abraham Lincoln, about fooling all 
the people some of the time but not being able to fool all of the 
people all the time, is showing itself true in the matter of theatre 
prices. If the Syndicate had not tried to grab at both ends of the 
game, the present state of affairs might not have come about. But 
easy and foolish as the New York theatre-going public is, it has 
finally waked up to the fact that it was paying too much money for 
steadily deteriorating dramatic entertainment.

IF a whole regiment -of calamity 
howlers had marched howling through 
Wall street this week it would never 
have been heard. The whisper of a babe 
would have been quite as potent against 
the roar of Niagara. The jubilant 
chorus of advancing bids has drowned 
every other sound and the bears seem 
to have gone into perpetual hibernation.

WITHOUT being disagreeably pessi- 
mistic it is possible for a wise man to 
see some elements of danger in the pres- 
ent situation. Depression and elation 
are quite as much matters of mood in 
the public at large as in the individual. 
The speculative life, like the sport- 
ing life, is checkered but never dull. 
In Wall street as in Thompson street a 
long diet of turkey is likely to be fol- 
lowed by a subsequent era of feathers. 
Beer and sandwiches take the place of 
the cold bird and hot bottle quite as in- 
evitably as the black turns up after a 
long run of the red. The tremendous 
advances that have been scored this 
week on top of the other tremendous ad-- 
vances previously recorded have remind- 
ed some persons of these unavoidable al- 
ternations of fortune and have caused a 
slight feeling of uneasiness among the 
nervous and superstitious.

THE optimistic view, however, seems 
based on reason instead of mood, and 
in the clear skies there is not the slight- 
est indication of the proverbial thunder- 
bolt. The advance in values comes not 
from inflation and overconfidence, but 
from a readjustment of values founded 
on conditions this country has never be- 
fore known. As a people we have sud- 
denly waked up to the fact that we have 
grown rich. We have been getting 
money so fast out of our earth and 
from other countries that money isn’t 
worth anything like what it used to be. 
Consequently we can buy with our rail- 
roads, our mines and our organized in- 
dustries a great deal more money than 
we could before we became conscious of 
the fact that money was getting lower 
priced. For instance, we can buy with 
one share of Burlington to-day almost 
two hundred dollars of gold, where a 
little while ago we could get for the 
same single share not much more than 
half as much money. 








THE realization of this fact was dif- 
ficult of understanding to the many. 
Every one saw the change of invest- 
ments from a 5 and 6 per cent. rate of 
income to a 3 and 4 per cent. rate, but 
not every one saw what it meant. A 
few persons did, and they became 
chronie bulls. A few more fell in line 
and began to accumulate stocks. The 
procession has been swelling and swell- 
ing in numbers until this week every 
one has seemed to realize that money 
is worth only half what it used to be 
and has become willing to take securi- 
ties on that basis.

IN some quarters there was a fear— 
or a pretended fear—on Monday that the 
extended closing time for the surrender 
of the cld Steel stocks might show that 
the published claim of the managers of 
the merger that practically all the old 
stocks had already been deposited was a 
falsehood.

AS it was, the United States Steel 
Company came into actual existence in 
a blaze of glory for its managers and 
for those who had been fortunate enough 
to believe in the success of the merger. 
The prompt placing of some of the stock 
in London creates a wider market for 
the tremendous amount of new securities 
and Mr. Morgan’s presence in the ex- 
financial-centre-of-the-world is calculat- 
ed to increase still further foreign deal- 
ing in both classes of the Steel stocks.

NEITHER John W. Gates nor any of 
the porch-climbers at-the Waldorf were 
included in the new directorate of the 
Steel corporation. This is a good omen 
for the present and future stockholders 
and shows that the clause in the agree- 
ment by which J. P. Morgan & Co. re- 
served the right to name the new board 
was conceived in a spirit of equity and 
good sense.

agers of the new corporation not exact- 
ly the sort of person to inspire confi- 
dence in investors.
